1. This office Action is response to Applicants' communications filed on 
02/07/2005. Claims 1,3-36 are pending in this application. Claim 2 is 
canceled. 

Election /Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1,3-5,34, drawn to organizing a plurality of documents, 
classified in class 707, subclass 10. 

II. Claims 6-16,28-33, and 36, drawn to user Interface including 
Proximity detection, classified in class 345, subclass 587. 

III. Claims 17, 18-22, and 35, drawn to tracking user's bookmarks, 
classified in class 709, subclass 245.
